March to, 1 S 79 , it was voted to unite with the 
Third Universaiist society for pastoral labor, this 
society to pay 8500 and the other 8 too. Rev. 
Anson Titus was made pastor in November. Mr. 
Martin K. Bratt resigned his position of treasurer 
ami collector, which he bail held for 17 years, and a 
vote r.f thanks for bis lung service was extended. 

March * 5 . 1883 . Rev. Mr. Titus closed his. pas¬ 
torate, and Miss Haynes, of Fairfield, Me., asked 
permission to preach as a candidate, and she came 
April 1 . The pulpit was supplied bv students of 
Tufts College. New hymn hooks were bought in 
» 88 .t, and the same year the prevent pastor, Kev. B. 
F. Eaton, accepted a call to the pastorate, includ¬ 
ing the churce at Scituate, at 5t*oo salary. A plan 
for the erection of a front porch in place of the out¬ 
side step was adopted, and 8600 raised in 18 S 4 .

Not very Ion* ago the wdftls •‘Old Orchard' i 
called attention t*» a summer r< «*rt that *cenwd t** j 
lie far away “down Ka*t,'' where the beach was said 
I . I*«- wide, and the turl wonderful. Ixt nn* relieve 
mw!r of one fact at the very outset* the hrach i* 
n-tone whit better than N anta* kct, though the tnrf 
may l»e a trifle mote majestic and awc-in*|*irin«. 
The wave* are powerful a* well, at I !*umd when in 
their Titanic embrace. 

'I he principal h*'tr1t rr^emWe the Atlanticau*I 
K<ickhfttl House* in style and rtclioivenest, but 
there it no prototype of Hotel Nantatkct, with its 
ever fl**atinjt va i f transients, brass hand and orten 
Uvr. The Maine law. h-*w ( v«-r much malijtnnl, lias 
a beneficial influence, and at a place like this, where 
steady-going people crave for quiet, that influence 
car.ru-t le overestimated. 

Of course, of a Sunday, one will encounter large 
excursions from adjacent country. There will be 
su.ue French people 6f the working clast from 
liiddeford and Saco, and perhaps a few roughs front 
Portland; but it-it a well belaud company, in¬ 
dulging in simple amusement*, lolling on the sands, 
chewing peanuts, and uttering expressions of de¬ 
light at sight of the expanse of beach and ocean. 

It is a curious circumstance to me that there arc 
so many Canadians here. Hut they are drawn to 
Old Orchard; I am toktyby thetaper!* Lathing;and, 
in fact, indulgence in bathing is the prime feature 
of the place. I never saw anything like it at.the 
time when a dip in the water is most general, name¬ 
ly, about an hour before dinner. The shore in 
front of Hotel Fiskt is black with bathers, which of 
course draws to the brink many spectators. And 
lounging in the sand is not considered undignified 
by anybody. 

I was much amused to witness what to some 
readers may appear a foolish transaction, namely, 
two pretty young ladies who became j*.,-seised ut 
the freak to lie buried alive in the sfttkl. 

The inevitable young man was in attendance, ami 
was induced to spend a weary half hour shovelling 
»he sand over the fair forms. They looked awfully 
cute lying there, with their pretty face* Just above 
the mound, shaded by an umbrella ; and their Ixrau 
ty and the mischief in their eves added to the pict¬ 
ure. 

After the j» b was finished the young man capped 
the climax by filling his tin pad with damp sand 
and decorating the piTe with pinnacles that looked 
more like loaves of brown bread than anything else. 
Then he slyly abstracted a placard fr-m in front of 
a small lush house near by, which read "Hot KISH 
am* i i.am cHowiip.ns,” and.posted it in front of 
the fair recliners.

At the hotels the round <-f pica* tire is about the 
same a« elsewhere. They dance a great deal: <>r a* 
a fellow remarked to me—•“They dance all night, 
and sleepall day.’’ He rather exaggerated it, how¬ 
ever. for the hops are very choice affairs. The 
s tall orchestra is an indispensable attachment to 
every hotel of importance, and it plays morning and 
evening. The outsider on »uch occasions ventures 
upon the verandas, and looks in to sen the festivi¬ 
ties. Fine toilettes are common, and steel pen 
coats numerous. Children are tripping about, 
dancing as will—and ten times as prettily— 2s their 
elders. 

I never noticed before so much of what may be 
called distinctively (reach dressing. FIveryone wears 
the insignia of pleasure. Tennis suits prevail, for 
that is another fad of Old Orchard; there are a 
plenty of pretty flannel suit*, and many “nifty*’ 
caps. 

Kvery rand lounger nnd stroller has a paper cov¬ 
ered novel in hand ; verily this is where such litera¬ 
ture luxuriates. 

Train time at the station, and then the falling in¬ 
to l.nc at the I’ost Oflice just after the train's arri¬ 
val, arc two important items in the day’s doing-*. 
Just before the Host >n train arrives at 8 p. m. tin- 
station platform ii a scene of excitement only ri¬ 
valed by the few moments just after the car-* .in- 
gone, whin the air is full of greetings, the ruinbh- 
of luggage is fccarJ, .14 ah.) the strident tongue «t 
tin* hacklnan who makes night fiuleous as he hauls 
in his appropriate booty, and the newcomer resign¬ 
edly gives himself over to the pillage sure to follow. 
For the season here is short, ar.d charges are 
made accordingly. Everything lus exorbitant fig¬ 
ures attached, and it* th; l and is plunged into the 
I>otket for a nickel, it is Ircst to n uiember the sur¬ 
prise of ycsterd.'vy .»n«l fish out a dime instead. A 
three cent jnj>cr costs five, ten cents is the price fi 1 
a seaiide puhsh of one’s low cuts, peaches fetch 
from five to ci-;h; cent*. If the hotels charge for 
Iward in proportion, I wondur l»o\v the guests n.aui- 
tain such an air of cheerfulness. I contracted f< 1 
my family at a little dollar a day house, so manage 
to be jolly without an effort; and at the same time 
can an.ud to be amused at my surroundings. 

As I write train, arc bringing in myriads of ex 
cursicrists, whom it costs hut little to get here, as 

the railroads arc-foxy about that matter; but the 

im. tr.ent the blooming countryman > b f....t on this 
remarkable shore he pays tin cents j er breath fi r 
every whiff <>t entertainment hr ac*'*rbs, T hat is. 
unl.-sv he'buys peanuts, which ;.;r.at a tegular t..!.lt, 
and sits mi the sand deriving a full measure of en¬ 
joyment holding the hand of his Mali.it. 

It is awfuliv cold bathing, and the clfort has on 
two occasions cost me ail the moral courage and 
physical strength 1 rojlhl muster. A fur one .-.a*

TO MAKE GOOD BOPT SOAP- 

Put the contents of a b*»x of goo<l lye, 
three pound* of clear grease or its equiva¬ 
lent in kitchen »eni|M, and n*)iint of crude 
turpentine or resin, in a largo pot, with 
two |MulfuIa of cold water. I»ct it come 
gradually to a boil ami keep tip the same 
amount of water until it jellies. When 
done put in another bucketful of water 
and boil a little longer, then pour out 
while it is hot.— Wnthinytou Slur. 

DECO RATIN’** WALLS WITH CLOTHES LINKS. 

A very artistic and ingenious way of 
treating the- wall and skirting thedoor- 
way, sides nnd top, is done by inenns of 
it clothes line, which js stiffenerl by or¬ 
dinary mucilage *»r flour paste, bent into 
design* required, mul left till hnnltmed. 
When applied to the wall the bas-relief 
effect is very pleasing. A rather more 
complicated and difficult -decoration of 
the mime sort is made by working the line 
up into the <lesign retjuired, then trust¬ 
ing it to a color. A silver applied to a 
pule bay background give* it very rich ef¬ 
fect. Hope pnneU may be .made very ef 
fectivo by Imin/ing the rope. A be¬ 
ginner in this work will find unlimited 
jHissibilitieH for both designs ami color¬ 
ing. 

MOUNTING AN KNOHAVINO. 

Take tho xi/.e *»f the engraving anti 
make a wooden frame with laths t wo 
inches longer in every way, inside measure. 
Wctaomu strong eulico; its threads may 
be coarse with advantage, but they must 
bo evenly woven. Wliile the calico is 
wet, nail it down on the frame, stretch¬ 
ing it to its fullest extent. Let it dry, 
ami '.should it theu crea.se or w-rinkl**, tr»ki* 
out the nail**.at those places, anil pull it 
tightly. Boil over the tire the ordinary 
glue size, mix this with a little water; 
when this is in a liquid state, strain 
through coarse-muslin ami put it on as a 
coating all over the calico, make some 
paste free front lutiqis, and lioil up with 
it some■ of the eb-nr size, paste the back 
on the engraving with this,, anti lay it on 
tho mount, being careful to avoid all 
creases Let tho engraving thoroughly 
dry, then make some more clear s i/*'. and 
put two coats of it over Hit? engraving, 
allowing th*- first to thoroughly dry be¬ 
fore putting «>u tho-'-second, paint the 
engraving with rather dry oil paints, and 
thin them with turpentine. Tlu* two 
coaia of si/.o applied ought to prevent the 
oil in the paints spreading over the |Htper; 
if however, th*- nil should spread, .a third 
coat of size will lie necessary. I’ainr the 
engraving in the frame, and thou stretch 
it.— Yank<tt tiUule.

by Signora Zimpini Silo/.iro, nu Italian

Though largo sums of 
money were spent by tho Government 
for nn:i*>ual culture few benefit* wrero 
conferred on womuu, not withstanding 
Iho fact that ’women in Italy had in past 
years hold high position* an*l exercise I 
a considorablo mffuencc in lettor*, 
science, nud art- Beside* the 
low stato of education, tho 
social position of woman in Italy wax 
much to bo deplored. Bho had no word 
in her own love affair*, nnd wa* mar¬ 
ried at nu early age to a than, in many 
case* unrefined nnd brutal, who had the 
power at any time to deprivo her of all 
civil right* on the slightest ground of J 
suspicion. Thu* it often happened that 
tho happiest nnrringo* wore thoso with i 
foreigners. M trriod womon had no so- j 
cinl freedom, an i could not ever go out ' 
alone; tho tin married ones were sup¬ 
posed to look after the children of their 
married brothers nnd xisteri, for it was 
considered degrading if they took to! 
business. There were also prejudices 
against women writers .—Ones a Week.

How Salmon nrc Canned. 

At Mottaknhtla, Alaska, wo witnessed 
the operation* of a largo cannery, 
which, ns the superintendent informed 
us, puts up 35,000 cans of salmon for a 
full dny’s work. The fish are all caught 
by Indians in seine*, and all tho other 
work-r-tho cleaning and salting of the 
fish, milking the cans, filling them, sol¬ 
dering them, cooking, labeling, making 
the boxes from lumber wrought from 
below cut of proper size, boxing, etc., 
•—is done by Chinamen. Wo saw prob¬ 
ably 8 'iuo or ln.imo salmon, weighing 
from tinea to 15 pound* each, lying in 
the fidi liouso and in boat*, just caught 
anil awaiting the prom os that were to 
pro pare them lor commerce anl con- 
suinption. Oin-sit of Chinamen cuts 
off their hea Is, tail* and fins, rip* thorn 
open nnd removes tho entraih, nnd 
tliroxvn them iuto tank* of water; an- 
other ict p ncoi them uu an inclined 
plane with nidus to it and contracting 
into a n irrow trough in which nro revolv¬ 
ing knives which cut them into pieces, 
nnd nt I lie cml of the trough they arc, 
after having bsen salted, put into the 
can*, which are brought to hand by ma¬ 
chinery. Tho cans nro then .scaled, and 
several dozen* of Grain arc takcu up nt 
oucc in round iron crates and lifted by 
machinery and droppe l into a tank of 
i hot water, called tho tester, because If 
i any air is emitted from tho can* when ! 
heated, making bubble* in tho water, 
those call* are taken out ns being im¬ 
perfectly sold Toil aud nro rosoatod. 
After till* to.t tlio can*, by similar ma¬ 
chinery, are pl.-tcod iu otirar tank* of 
hoiling wat i an l kept tlioro an hour. 
Then they aro hoisted out, placed on 
round tnhles, still b Id togoGior in the 
iron crate*, nn*l the top of each can is 
struck with a mallet having a pointed 
piece of iruu in it* head, making a 
»m\ll holo in tho can, through which a 
jot of hot xvater spurts into the air, so 
that lhe Chinaman performing this 
proces*, which is called pricking, hiu 
to bo wary ot got ling scalded. The 
hole iu the cuu in.ubr by tho pricking is 
then sealed, (ulnrevl or kept for an hour 
in an oven or retort with the tempera¬ 
ture at *J40 degree*, and then tho cans 
sre ready f«’r labeling, packing, ship¬ 
ping an I rating.—ll'isAiapfea Star. 

Device* f«r Catching Kish In India. 

In India the native* uso several do- 
vice* f«»r trapping Nib, A siuiplo one j 
i* merely a funnel draped bn*ket or net, 
which is hung in a stream or cascade 
and catches all tho iLh that may come 
down. A long, slender, cono* shaped 
trap Is used in the long glass of marshes ! 
to catch fish that have a habit of seek- i 
ing places of concealment from thoir 
enemies. These fi*h "cok safety by 
swimming into hole*. Tho cono-shaped 
trap is forme*l of iiltlo Tods or branciu** 
of wood with thorn* upon it. The fidi 
pushes as far as it can toward the point 
of tho cone. When it trioa to back out 
tho thorn* catch it and hold it.— H'ijA- 
ing ton Star.

A CLOSE SHAVE.

List summer, in the club house of 
ilie Kenoutchowan bait ti-hers, a well- 
known C'aundinn lawyer toltl tho follow- 
in" story: 

“Sotno year* njjo, while out for an 
afternoon'* fldiin" with my son Harry,

••Ilnrry found the occasional rocking 
by stcambont waves a plea-ant varia¬ 
tion from the scarcely prcccptihlc mo¬ 
tion with which wo drifto I—only one 
of our sist)*-pound weights being out 
a* n bow anchor—against the gentle 
current, under the pressure of a breeze 
up stream. Tho sharp stern of the skid 
floated free, uud, riling with but/ feet 
of lino out, she swayed from side to 
sido of tho deep water, which never 
lurnislicd mu with better sport than on 
that day. 

*'Tno big, dun-backed, yellow* 
bullied, strong, clean, tcntacled fish 
look my minnow* eagerly, and fought 
in a highly satisfactory in inner for their 
own live*. 8 o it went on, till Harry, 
who had come out with emphatic «*- 
'cvcrntions that ho would gladly ll.sh 
Lill midnight, disclosed a keener en¬ 
thusiasm lor something to eat about 
lea-time than 1 m did about the lidi 1 
was catching, and often inquired a tx- 
musly when I intended going home. 

“I lingered, however, for ‘just one 
more bite,’—Inking four fish by the d •- 
lay,—till tho sun sank slowly behind 
the island.

“Harry’s childish treble shrieke I 
through my lwar-e thou*.a, but there 
was no sign that we ' ere seen or hoard 
Yet it was iin|Kj*.ib e to believe the pi 
lot unaware of th - boat in his ecu' 
lead-color'd though it wa*. and deep 
a* were the shadow* of the i-laud.

ends while these obiervations went 
through my mind, straight at ua. The 
•wamping of our skifT in tho steamer'* 
roll wa* certain now, even should the 
sheer off as much ns possible in passing; 
certain, even if we had liccn sudden!/ 
freed from the anchor line. 

*T had passed It through the ring o! 
the painter before the bow, and secure I 
it to tho seat. This fastening I tore 
away with one jerk, but there were 50 
feet more rope in tho coil lying at my 
feet. To run that out through the ring 
would require more time than wo had. 
and to row oil rapidly with the rope 
•Iragging across our bow was impossible, 
even though many minute* had been to 
s pnre. 

“Feeling very helplc'S and desper¬ 
ate, I went through all iny pockets for 
the knife, till it tlishcl ou me that, 
sometime before, it had dropped from 
tho gunwale in which I had s uck it, 
and was now lying out of reach under 
the footboard. Harr/ began to cry 1 
loudly, calling, *OI», what will mother 
do?’

Binford, wns a surgeon in the Confeder¬ 
ate army. The boy, when about nine 
year* old, started out to find his father 
and reported to Gunrral Wheeler, who 
took him for a Federal spy sent ia by 
some of tho Union people. The Gener¬ 
al kept on eye on .the little chap, ami 
finally turned him over to Colonel Jo- 
siali Patterson, who knew Dr. Binford 
and at onco assumed the caro of the 
boy. As lie would not go back home, 
a pony was secured for him, a gun wa« 
sawed off the proper length, 
and ho wa* ro:og.i z*l from that 
timo on to the cn I of tho war n- 
a Mildicr. It is*: at el thnt young Bin¬ 
ford and another boy, not much older, 
undertook to tlo a little special service 
once. They went cut between the lines 
somewhere up i*i North Alabama, throw- 
up some sm ill brenstsvorks and awaited 
tbo advance of thr Federal* on the op¬ 
posite si la of n small river. The column 
came in sight, and tho boy* opened 
fire as if hacked by nu army, which tho 
Federal* naturally supposo I to bo n 
fact. The hoys h«dd the fort a whole 
day, and when night came on they 
f-cam pore 1 off ami rej lined their com¬ 
mand several miles away. Binford was 
tho famous “tu'picious case” that 
caused a panic in Memphis Inst summer 
and subjected several distinguished 
physicians to a perfect nvalnnclio of 
chaff, when it turned <>ut to be a case of 
nlcohu'.isin initcul of yellow fever.

Weather indications yesterday morn- 
lac were not at all promiiing for a aood 
attendance at the opening day of t he 
annual fair of the Weymouth Agrlcul- 
tnral and Industrial Society, but not¬ 
withstanding the threatened roln the 
exhibitors in the several departments 
pat in an earlv appearance and entered 
the tables In the hall with a tine display 
of vegetables, fruits anti dowers, which, 
with the specimens of ladles handi¬ 
work, made up an attractive exhibition. 

The rain which beirnii to fall at the 
time announced for the outdoor sports 
in the forenoon, compelled a postpone, 
ment of the sports oa the grounds un¬ 
til after dinner, and an account of the 
results of the games is given below. 
The children's day was an uncomfort¬ 
able one for little folks ami very few 
were nnwnt, but the hoys were wildly 
Intemted In the juvenile game* and 
encouraged their favorite* with aa niuch 
vim a* their elder* manife*t at leagut 
game** and thi* with the trotting 
matches made up a good amount of 
entertainment for the first day. The 
Punch and Judy of Prof. Gordon, of 
Boston, waa another centre of attrac- 
tion for the juvenile*, the Professor 
having a full audience through'the day 
and "doing It up brown.” - „ 

In the hall the committee* were bu*il y 
engaged in the award* of premium* to 
exhibitors, the comparatively »niall 
number present furnishing them with 
abundant elbow room. Glancing at the 
array in the department of vegetable* 
we noted the exhibit of Mr. F. 8. Tor- 
rey, who 1* conceded to be the champion 
celery grower of this region, hi* snow 
In that product being excellent, an 
addenda to this being a plant that ap¬ 
peared to be celery, but was labelled 
"Swiss Chard," which he stated wa* 
used for greens, like spinach/etc., and 
I* very nice. 

A novelty wa* found in a specimen of 
Kaffa corn, the grain* of which are 
about the size of wheat, growing much 
like broom corn and used by the native* 
for making bread. 

Mr. Leonard Whiting, of HocMiuid. 
is a large grower of sweet corn and had 
a good variety on exhibition, among 
them a new kind named Kuby; the 
Faruuhnr, which he consider* the best, 

J icldtng well, very sweet and early: 

larblohead. a nice corn; Crosby and 
Kxcelsior, the two general favorite*; 
Corey, Ilovey, and Big bonanza. First 
premium* were awarded him on most 
of hi* specimen*. Mr. K. A. Holbrook 
exhibited Stowell'a Evergreen, Bare¬ 
foot BurpceVSilver and Rice corn. 

Murphies were few and far between 
at the fair, but a* the grower* have a 
good reason for this sparsene** of ex¬ 
hibit in the fact that more than seven- 
tenths of the potato crop has "pegged 
out,*’ no fault is to be found. Leonard 
Whiting, of Hockiand, made a good ex¬ 
hibit m live varieties—Sunrise, Hamp¬ 
ton Beauty, Earlv Hose. Parker & 
Wood, Victory, and captured three first 
and two second premiums. Noah T. 
Joy showed Early White Prize and 
White Star potatoes, gaining lirst pre¬ 
mium*. Aaron K. Low has first place 
for Oueen and Early Essex potatoes, 
and Winthrop C. Wood first fnf Hamp¬ 
ton Beauty, Chan Scully first for Early 
Bose. 

Samuel A. Cleverly, of the Ilodgman 
farm, wo* a prominent exiiibitor in veg¬ 
etables, getting 1st pr. for sugar pump¬ 
kins 1st for Conn, held do., 2d pr. for 
turban squashes, in which the initials 
"S. A. C. & Co." and the date of plant¬ 
ing. Aug. 18, 1880. were grown; Dem¬ 
ina s early beets. 

Leonard Whiting took 2d pr. for Ar¬ 
lington and Eclipse beet*. 

Preston Pratt was a large exhibitor 
of vegetables, taking 1 st pr. for Bud- 
long, White Hock and Orange turnips, 
Beu Tankard and Yellow Tankard 
mangolds. Yellow Danvers onions, co- 
coanut squash, and 2d pr. for Essex 
Hybrid do. 

Three large Brunswick squashes were 
shown by Alvali Raymond as the pro¬ 
duct of one seed, but how large the 
seed was Alvah did not state. 

Aaron E. Low made a nice exhibition 
of Low’s new Bay State squash, im¬ 
mensely productive. early, extra keeper 
and excellent quality, ns the placard 
states.

The Pulpit.

God's love is iuti- 
nitely great, und it is beautiful for man 
to give himself up to him ami serve 
him. In a personal appeal to his for¬ 
mer churge he asked those who felt 
that they had not yet given up to this 
love of God, to bow down in their 
homes and ask their Heavenly Father 
to help them to be just the men und 
women He desires them to be, and in 
connection gave an incident of his pas¬ 
toral work in Sierra Madre. where he 
called upon the family of a skeptic, aud 
in conversation with the husband dis- 
covered that he came from the New 
Hampshire town of Mr. Frary'* nativi¬ 
ty. A friendly feeling was thus created 
ami the skeptic was invited to attend 
church service, with which request he 
complied, and to his wife’s surprise 
continued his attendance. In u revival 
of religious interest Mr. Frary preached 
the sermon given last Sunday, und 
asked the question alluded to ubove. 
That evening he invited those who de¬ 
sired the help of God to rni*e their 
hands, and among them was the former 
skeptic, who afterward united with the 
church. The story which is alluded to 
briefly was related in impressive man¬ 
ner and with much feeling, and in con¬ 
clusion he *aid, "God has -«*nt me back 
here, und would it not be a beautiful 
thing if you would offer this prayer and 
enter into God’s service.”

The Ri?ht to Kill Seals. 

For twenty years the Beal Islands, 
with the right to kill seals upon them, 
havo l»ecn leased by tho government to 
a company, which h allowed to take 
not over 100,000 aklns a yoir, upon 
payment of a fixed royalty for each skin. 
The islands are Itaude 1 over into the 
absolute custody of tho company, under 
certain restrictions as to tho treatment 
of the natives, which it is alleged, the 
company’s agents systematically violato. 
There is no way of reaching tho islands 
except upon n government vessel or by 
one of tho company's ships. For the 
greater part of tlio year there is no 
communication whatever with tho 
islands; no ono is nllowcd to land there 
except government agents unless they , 
havo tho company’s permission. Dis¬ 
tances in Alaiku are enormous. From 
Sitka to tho Beni Islands ns the crow 
flies is over 1,000 mil'}.*. As a vcsnel 
sails It is over l,f»00 miles. The islnnds 
nrc difficult of approach. Sometimes a 
ve,«cl will bo for ton days in their 
ncighb irhnod without being able to dis¬ 
cover them on account of the fog.

A National Snake-Charmer. 

Perhaps it is not generally known 
that this country 1 ms a national snake- 
charmer who is pnid a good round salary 
by tho Government. But such is tho 
fact. The charmer in question i* Prof. 
A- Zeno Shindlir, a bustling littlu Ger¬ 
man, whose headquarters are in the Na¬ 
tional .Museum at Washington. Ilia 
principal duty is to make cast* and 
drawings of all specimens of the snnko 
family received by the museum Authori¬ 
ties. Some of tho snakes nro received 
in alcohol, but many of them aro boxed 
up nnd sent n’ive. The professor hits a 
large woo Ion cage in his room in which 
there is a collection nf dangerous and 
venomous reptiles. A number of these 
ho has succeeded in taming, aud lie 
runs h : s hand in among them in a man¬ 
ner that caused cold chills to chase each 
other up and down my spinal column. 

Although ho has been handling 
snakes for several years, Professor 
Shindlcr hns only been bitten once. Ho 
had received a queer-looking littlo fel¬ 
low from 3Icx!co, which sunewlmt re¬ 
sembled a garter snnko. Being afraid 
that his smikeship might escape, owing 
to the srmllncts of Its si/*,tho professor 
decided t«5 pu‘ it into a jar of alcohol 
and thus preserve it until ho was ready 
fo make n plaster cast. Hu seized tho 
little strip*d reptile by tho neck, os ho 
had done "miny a time, many a time" 
before, nnd dexterously dropped him 
Into tho bottle. Upon touching tho 
liquid the snako aprnrg sud lonly up¬ 
ward, nnd fastened hi* fangs i:i Shind- 
ler’s forefinger. Tlio latter quickly 
seiz'd a kmfo and cut tho fangs loose, 
and then placing the finger in his mouth 
vigoroudy sucked at tlio |>oisoii while 
he made tracks to tlio nearest barroom. 
Tncro he drank a large quantity of 
whiskey, and was nficnvimls taken to 
hi* homo in a carriage und n physician 
summoned. II ? remained on tho sick 
list for three montlis,during which tiino 
he was twice or thrice near tho point of 
death. The snake, ho says, must havo 
been fully as poisonous as a rattler, as 
the wound ha* never fill y healed and 
occasionally break* out into a virulent

The goods 
will need no other starching, as tlio po¬ 
tato water will stiffen thorn nnd also 
preseove tho color. Never slnrc i black 
cotton with wheat flour. Anothor 
method much used by my grand mother 
for garments inclined to fade, was to 
wash them with lukewarm water, adding 
a beef’s gall in proportions of ono half¬ 
pint to three or four gallons of water, 
rinsing in hard water. Do not use soap 
unle*s absolutely necv.smry. Most 
women make flour starch by mixing up 
tho flour with witter until the 
mixture is free from lumps, nnd then 
pouring boiling water over It until 
it is of the proper consis cncr. I think 
a better way is to pour tho prepared 
flour-water, free from lumps, slowly 
into a pot of boiling water, stirring it 
until it has coolv I four or five minutes. 
Stra'n it through a bag made of two 
thicknesses of dairy cloth, and then thin 
it with cold water. If the starch is 
made in this way tho clothes will havo 
a better look. Do not iron calicoes 
with irons too hot, as the hot irons will 
change the colors very materially, es¬ 
pecially those that are red. Garments 
that havo been starchc I should not ho 
put nwny for *ev *ral weeks or months 
where the air cannot circulate freely, as 
starch 1 ms a tendency to make tho fiber 
tender when the goods aro not u.xiioie l
